in 
time it will excell ull the states of 
the* union, because money that o t­ 
her states will be paying in interest 
can be used in building more per­ 
manent highways. 
One hundred years ago W est V ir­ 
ginia floated an immense bond issue 
to build- a railroad and a highway 
across the state. The state is paying 
for those bonds yet and has paid 
more interest than the two projects 
cost.' 
Failing to read this lesson, other 
states have issued millions in bonds 
to pave their roads. They want them 
all at once. The people of Indiana 
may not he getting their hard-sur­ 
faced highways as fast as 
some 
states, but in the end they will be 
better oil*. 
The state 
constitution 
provides 
that no bond issues shall be issued, 
and it is well that this provision 
has been a bar to prevent the indis­ 
criminate bonding of tlie state for 
paved roads which would be regret­ 
ted in the years to come.

Government patrol

British agreement, all boats carry- 
ing the American flag and found op- 
erating illegally will be seized.
